The number in 1913 was 228,906, and that 
is believed to be the approximate figure 
today. Average salaries at the mills in 
1914 were $2.88 a day and in the admin- 
istrative and selling departments $2.97 a 
day.

ENGLAND EXPECTS 
GERMAN REPRISALS 
IN BARALONG CASE 


Official Circles Believe That 
British Officers and Men, Pris- 
oners, Will Be Shot. 


LONDON, Jan. 6.—The belief is ex- 
pressed in official circles here that the 
next step in the Baralong controversy 
will be a reprisal by Germany, whicna 
is expected to take the form of the 
shooting of a number of Pnglish offi- 


cers and men prisoners, equaling the 
number of German submarine officers 
and men lost when the submarine was 
sunk by the Baralong. 

There is little hope expressed that 
Germany will meet Sir Edward Grey’s 
suggestion for a neutral naval board to 
consider the Baralong case in conjunoc- 
tion with the charges made against 
German submarines. It is stated that 
if the controversy is carried further 
Great Britain very likely will take the 
stand that the affidavits of the mule- 
teers provide insufficient and unrelia- 
ble evidence concerning the charges 
made. 


Unitea States to Take No Part in 
Baralong Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—It was au- 
thoritatively stated today that the Unit- 
ed States Government would not agree 
to the suggestion by Sir Edward Grey tno 
Germany that a tribunal of American 
naval officers investigate the belligerent 
charges and counter charges of inhu- 
mane conduct by naval officers. 

Ambassador Page, at London, through 
whom Sir Edward's communication was 
forwarded to Berlin, probably will await 
an expression from the German Govern- 


ment concerning its attitude before he 
brings the subject to the attention of the 
State Department here. Officials con- 
versant with the situation, however, say 
informally that the United States un- 


doubtedly will continue to adhere to its 
policy of nonintervention in controver- 
sies of this kind between be ligerent na- 
tions. 


Vesuvius in Active Eruption. 

LONDON, Jan. 6—An Exchange Tel- 
egraph dispatch from Rome says that 
Prof. Maladra, Government observer at 
Mount Vesuvius announced the volcano 
has been in active eruption since Mon- 
day. Three new craters have been 
opened and there are constant explo- 
sions, large stones being hurled to a 
height of half a mile.

RIGH MEN'S TAK 


ETURN FAR BELOW 
VALUE OF ESTATES 


Recent Inventories Show Big 
Discrepancies With Figures 
Made to Assessor. 


A comparison of the inventories of the 
estates of seven St. Louisans, who re- 
cently died, with the last return which 
they made to the city on their taxable 
property, revealed today that the in- 
ventoried value 6f their property was 


$1,414,291.53 greater than the valuation 
which they put upon it in making the 
tax returns. 
What Post-Dispatch Figures Showed. 
Following Circuit Judge Divelbiss’ sug- 
gestion that tax-dodging investigations 
in St. Louis would result in an increase 
of more than $100,000,000 in the city’s per- 
sonal tax returns, the Post-Dispatch, on 
June 22 last presented a comparison of 
the inventories of 49 St. Louis estates, 


liles, with the last personal tax return 
made by the former owners of these 
estates to the Assessor. 

This comparison showed that out of 
a total of $10,528,914 of taxable personal 
property, par vdlue, only $2,012,999 was 
returned for taxation, and more than 
half this sum by one man. 


, Showing of Preetorius Estate. 
Probate Court records show that the 


estate of Edward I. Preetorius, late 
publisher of the St. Louis Times and the 
Westliche Post, iad an inventoried val- 
ue of $313,134.11. Of this amount $290,850 
was in stoecks exempt from taxation, 
leaving $22,284.11 of taxable property. 
In his last return, made in June 1914, 
Preetorius listed $275 in cash and $1345 
of personal property. 

The estate of Daniel M. Houser, pub- 
iisher and one of the principal owners of 
the Globe-Democrat, was inventoried at 
$687,513.28. There were $366,650 in ex- 
empted stocks, $142,000 in bonds, not ex- 
empt and $163,556.98 in cash. _ 

Houser in his last return fn June, 1914, 
sald he had $40,000 in cash, $7000 in bonds 
and $6670 in other property, making a 
total of $53,670. On the basis of the in- 
ventory he left taxable property valued 
at $310,863.28. 

The tnventory of the estate of Famund 
R. O'Donnell gave the value of his es- 
tate at $477,062.01. The last personal re- 
turn made by him, June 1, 1914, was $915. 
The inventory included $135,954.37 bonds, 
£16,352 cash and $72,943.44 chattels, all sub- 
ject to taxation. In his tax return he 
listed no cash and no bonds. Among the 
chattels were a piano, valued at $50, and 
an automobile valued at $500. 

The inventory of the estate of Fdwara 
Wenzer was $16,682.50. His personal tax 
return was $100 for household furniture. 

One Estate Largely Exempt. 

Edward C. Donk's estate inventoried 
$518,780.72. His last tax return was for 
$810. A great part of his estate consist- 
ed of exempt bonds. His exempt stock 
holdings were $453,380. He had $7500 
bonds and $4602 notes. 


The inventory filed in the Probate 
Court of the estate of Joseph W. Givens, 
who had an office at 510 Rialto Build- 
ing, valued his personal property at 
$169,822.96. He made no personal tax 
return for 1914 or 1915. In 1914 he was 
arbitrarily assessed on $1100. 

The personal estate of Wallace Dela- 
field, an insurance man, was given in 
the inventory filed in Probate Court at 
$51,302.20. He made no return in 1914 or 
1916, but was assessed for 1914 on $2000, 


A larger disparity is shown in the 
ease of the estate of Mrs. Elza McMi}- 
lan. The inventory slows - property 
Valued at $1,896,007.22. Of thie $1,238,548.33 
was in exempted stocks and $542,373.33 In 
bonds, not exempt, leaving taxable 
property valued at $657,489.67.

IN GLEN ECHO SUIT, 
CONTRADICTS BUDEK 


Says He Told Latter Squarely 
He Would Bid on Property 
for Nine Trustees. 


ONLY 80 ACTIVE MEMBERS 


Secretary Testifies 311 Persons 
Were Asked Into New Organ- 
ization, 131, Accepted. 


Albert Bond Lambert, wealthy avia- 
tion enthusiast, and one of the defend- 
ants in the Glen Echo Country Club 
injunction sut of the ‘‘outs’’ against the 
“ins,” testified this morning in Judge 
McElhinney’s Court at Clayton that he 
bought in the club. property for 
himself and eight other trustees, and 
not for all the members, and that he 
told Gustavus A. Buder, who bid against 
him, that he was doing so. 

Buder testified yesterday that he bid 
as high as $47,500, then quit, when John 
C. Roberts assured him, in answer to 
his question, that the property was 
being bid in by Lambert for the club as 
a whole. Before answering the ques- 
tion, Buder said, Roberts talked with 
Lambert and C. D. Johnson. Buder 
then let Lambert bid in the property at 
$50,000. 


Lambert said in his testimony that 
Roberts did not talk with him at the 
time meritioned by Buder, but that, be- 
fore the bidding began, Buder asked him 
whether he was going to bid ‘for all the 
members of the club.”’ 

Urged Opposition Bidding. 

“I told him flatfootedly,’’ said Lam- 
bert, “that 1 was bidding for myself and 
eight other gentlemen, Then Mr. Buder 
said he would bid against me, and I re- 
plied, ‘I wish you would.’ ’’ 

Lambert said he was prepared to bid 
as high as $175,000 or even $380,000, having 
made arrangements through the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. for financing the bid. 
Buder, in his testimony, said he was 
prepared to bid as high as $150,000, so 
that if he had gone his limit Lambert 
would still have outbid him. 

The list of names of members of the 
old club, sent to J, C. Jones by Lambert, 
with check marks against those not in- 
vited to join the new club, was intro- 
duced in evidence. The list of the 1365 
“outs’’ was printed at the time in the 
Post-Dispatch. <A notation by Lam- 
bert at the foot of the list said the 
names indicated by check marks (the 
“outs’’) were those who had received 
two or more adverse ballots, but that 
they were not to be considered as finally 
rejected. No one on the list has ever 
been ‘‘finally rejected,’’ sa far as testi- 
mony has shown, 

Alden H. Little, secretary of the board 
of trustees of the new club, testified 
that of 311 who had been invited to join 
the new club, 131 had become members, 
and that 80 of these were active mem- 
bers. 

350 Members in Old Club. 

The old club coutained about 350 mem- 
bers, and 135 of these were excluded in 
the formation of the new club. Of the 
311 who were invited to join the new 
club, quite a large number had not been 
in the old club. Little testified that the 
present membership of the reorganized 
club included 80 regular members, 46 
junior members, four clergymen and one 
associate member, Edwin Gould, Of 
those invited to join, he said, 264 were 
asked to became regular members, and 
47 junior members. Only one of the 
juniors seems to have declined, but 184 
of the seniors did so. 

J. Arthur Anderson, one of the ‘‘outs,”’ 
in his-testimony made statements which 
S. T. G. Smith, secretary of the club, 
and counsel for the defense, thought 
were favorable to the defense. Ander- 
son said James C. Jones had told a 
number of the “outs,’’ at a meeting 
last May, two months before the sale 
and reorganization, that it was planned 
to exclude a large number, and that 
this had caused dissatisfaction. Ander- 
son also said that on the day of the 
sale, July 10, Buder persuaded him to 
promised $5000 toward the purchase 
fund, in case Buder succeeded in bid- 
ding in the property. Buder had a list 
of such subscribers, he said, and Har- 
baugh’s name was on it. 

Smith held that these statements of 
Anderson showed that the ‘outs’? had 
had warning of the purpose to exclude 
them, and that they were prvileged to 
make a bid of their own, and failing to 
bid in the property, they had no ground 
for complaint. 

G. A. Ruder Testifies. 

Buder, who is the president of the 
company publishing the St. Louis 
Times, was the principal witness yes- 
terday afternoon. He was a “per- 
petual” member of the old club, and 
was invited to join the new club, but 
hae not done so. He sympathizes 
with the “outs” in their effort, which 
is being made in the present suit, to 
keep the “ins” from permanently tak- 
ing away their rights in the club. 

He said in his testimony, that while 
he was “neutral,” he believed that the 
interests of the stockholders In the 
club should be protected. Some of the 
stockholders, he sald, were not mem- 
bers, and he mentioned “a man named 
Thompson,” who he said held seven 
or eight shares, but had never enjoyed 
the social privileges of the elub. 

Buder’s testimony caused amuse- 
ment when he said he had been at the 
club but twice, once to play golf and 
once to play poker. When asked how 
many “holes” he played at poker he 
replied, “I don’t remember, but I usu- 
ally win.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Ambassador 
Penfield cabled today he had presented 
informally to the Vienna Foreign Of- 
fice the Government’s re- 
quest for any information on the de- 
struction of the British liner Persia 
and at the time of filing his dispatch 
had received no reply. 


American 


for: any details which would help the 
American Government decide how the 
liner was destroyed. 

American Consul Garrels at Alexan- 
dria reported that the affidavits he has 
gathered from Grant, the American, and 
the Persia survivors, for the same pur- 
pose, gave no more proofs that a sub- 
marine torpedoed the liner, or regarding 
its nationality, than were contained in 
his first dispatches. 

No Proof Persia Was Torpedoed. 

So far the only actual statement tend- 
ing to prove that the ship was torpedoed 
came from ane of the officers of the 
ship. He said he saw what he thought 
was the wake of a torpedo. No subma- 
rine Was seen at any ‘ime. 

The Rev. Homer R. Salisbury of this 
city, the Seventh Day Adventist mis- 
sionary superintendent for India, who 
sailed on the liner Persia from Mar- 
seilles, is given up for lost, in a report 
which the Peninsular and Oriental Line 
has transmitted to the American em- 
bassy in London. The report was sent 
to the State Department. Dr. Salis- 
bury was born at Battle Creek, Mich., 
in 1870. 

Senators Simmons and Overman of 
North Carolina asked President Wilson 
today if any further information about 
, the death of Consul McNeely had been 
received. McNéely was from North 
Carolina. The President told them that 
no new facts had come to the Govern- 
ment within the last two days, but 
that every effort was being made to ob- 
tain additional information. 

Persia Case Comes Up Tomorrow. 

Consideration of the situation grow- 
ing out of submarine warfare will 
be begun tomorrow by the Sey ate 
Committee on Foreign Relations. Bre 
majority of the committee is under- 
stood to look with favor upon the 
determination of the administration 
to proceed with the utmost caution. 

Secretary Lansing has sent to the 

committee an accumulation of iIn- 
formation bearing upon the attitude 
of Great Britain toward neutral ship- 
ping, called for in a resolution by 
Senator Hoke Smith, and information 
regarding the negotiations with Ger- 
many over submarine warfare, re- 
quested in an amendment offered by 
Senator Lodge. 
During a conference which lasted 
an hour yesterday the President and 
Secretary of State carefully consid- 
ered such information as had been 
received. Secretary Lansing made it 
clear that the department had nothing 
which would tend to establish two 
most essential points, namely, whether 
a torpedo sank the Persia, and, if so, 
the nationality of the submarine 
which fired it. 

A memorandum defining the general 
status of armer merchant vessels visit- 
ing American ports was issued by the 
State Department in September, 1914, 
when complaint was made by the Brit- 
igh Government that German merchant 
vessels with offénsive armament were 
escaping from ports of this country and 
South America to prey upon British 
commerce. The policy of this Govern- 
ment was defined in part as follows: 

‘That no guns are mounted on forward 
part of the vessel. 

“That the vessel is manned by its 
usual crew and the officers are the same 
as those on board before the war was 
declared. 

Coliber of Gunes Fixed, 

“Port authorities on the arrival in a 
port of the United States of an armed 
,essel of belligerent nationality, claim- 
ing to be a merchant vessel should im- 
mediately investigate and report to 
Washington as to the intended use of 
the armament in order that it may be 
determined whether the evidence is suf- 
ficient to remove the presumption that 
the vessel is and should be treated as a 
ship of war. Clearance will not be 
granted until authorized from Washing- 
ton and the master will be so informed 
upon arrival. 

“That the caliber of the guns carried 
does not exceed six inches.’’ 

Since this memorandum was issued the 
State Department caused guns to be re- 
raoved.

ST.LOUISANS LOST 
$175,000 BY FARE 
FARO GAME IN EAST 


New York Swindlers Get 
$70,000 From Henry Gal- 
lant, Pawnbroker—He Is 
One of at Least Six Dupes 
From This City. 


G. R. Pohlman, Son of Late 
Sheriff, Arrested in St. 
Louis for Alleged Part in 
Fraud. 


Four Others Held in Metrop- 
olis—Prospects Lured ‘ to 
Fashionable “Club,” Enter 
Plot to Break the Bank. 


The arrest in St. Louis of George & 
Pohlman of 100 South King’s highway 
and of four other men in New York City 
revealed today that at least six St. 
Louisans, among them Henry Gallant of 
3017 Hawthorne boulevard, a wealthy 
pawnbroker, had been “steered” to New 
York in recent years and robbed of $17%.,- 
000 in a fake faro game. 


The swindle is one of the most 
ancient known to the police, the victim’s 
cupidity belng aroused by the belief that 
by cheating the faro game he will be 
able to make a fortune. It usually takes 


large capital to operate the swindle, but 


the returns to the swindlers are com 
respondingly large. 

Gallant, whose pawnshop is at 14168 
Market street, was the principal &f. 
Louis victim of the fake gambling s¥n- 
dicate. The police said he had admitted 
to them that he had lost $70,000 in four 


years, before “getting wise” to the fact 


that he himself was the “victim.” Gal- 
lant, at police headquarters today, od- 
mitted to newspaper reporters that his 
losses were at least from $50,000 to $66, - 
000. 


The names of the other St. Louis. 


dupes are not known to the St. Lotiis 
police, but inquiry ise being made t6 
identify them. 


Pohiman’s Father Sheriff. 

Pohiman, the police say, was th 
man who introduced the 8t. Loul 
to the swindle syndicate. He te a 
son of the late Sheriff John H. Pohi- 
man. He is 86 years old, married, 
and says he is an undertaker. Since 
his arrest last night at the Aberdeen 
Hotel, Seventeenth and Market 
streets, where he was in conferende 
with Gallant, he has refused to see any- 
cne at police headquarters. He refused 
te make a staterment to the police. 

The inside story of how Gallant, the 
pawnbroker, eager to get rich quick, 
fell for the ancient swindle and 
bucked a gambling game set up for 
the sole purpose of fleccing him, was 
told by Detective John Hannegen, 
who for three weeks worked in ft. 
Louis the case with Detective- 
Sergeant Daley of New York, whe 
was sent here by the District Attor- 
to “identify a pawn- 
broker,” who afterward turned out te 
be Gallant. 

It was learned that Gallant, as well 
as the other St. Loulisans, thought ie 
had a “sure thing.” because he had 
been let in on a scheme which he was 
assured would enable him to “break the 
bank’’ and divide the profits with iis 
co-conspirators. The prospects for 
profits in the game were alluring even 
to Gallant, whose regular business ts 
lending money at 2 per cent a month. 

Pohlman, the police say, first inter 
ested Gallant in the venture, and later 
went to New York with him to “break 
the bank.” A strange feature Was 
that most of the conferences between 
Jallant and Pohiman, in recent years, 
were held at the Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association, Fourteenth and Le- 
cust streets, where they laia forther 
plans for going to New York and 
“breaking the faro bank.” 


Deecribed Hick Old Man. . 

Four years ago, Detective Hannegab 
said, Pohiman told Gallant about a riéh 
old man In New York named Thompson, 
who ran high-class gambling houses in 
New York, Chicago, San Francisco and 
Havana. The old man’s dealer, in his 
New York faro game. was his son, 
Frank T. Thompson, who was willing 
to 6(“bitk’ the father, it was said, be- 
cause the parent had disinherited hin.

* Gallant was led to a luxuriously-furn- 
ished apartment in New York, where he 
@¢ew a number of men, in evening dress, 
Rathered about a table, playing faro. 
“Young Thompson” was there, dealing 
the faro. 

“Old Man Thompson” came in, and 
just to make realistic the story that 
ne Was about to die, he had a violent 
coughing spell, and someone in the room 
appeared to give him a hypodermic in- 
jection in his arm. 

Pawnbroker Plays Faro. 

Galiant took a hand at faro. He played 
according to the instructions given him 
by young Thompson and he made a 
“mistake’’ which cost him about $4000. 
Young Thompson, apparently, lost $15,000 
by Gallant’s mistake. 

Gallant was convinced of his error. 
Young Thompson afterward shed croco- 
dile tears and threatened to kill himself 
over what Gallant presumed was his 
$15,000 loss, brought about by Gallant's 
“boob play.” Gallant begged young 
Thompson not to kill himself, and the 
“dealer” agreed not to. It en was 
#rranged to play the game nedin 

Several trips were made to New York 
by Galiant, the police say, and each time 
Gallant lost a small fortune by his in- 
ability to follow the instruction on how 
fo play the game so as to “cheat” old 
man Thompson. 

The pawnbroker, regretting his tnabil- 
ity to play according to rules, continued 
to pour his good money into the game, 
his confederates at the same time ap- 
parently losing much larger sums than 
he. Gallant hoped that one day he 
could play according to instructions, and 
on that day, or in a few succeeding days, 
“break the bank’’ and recoup his enor- 
mous losses, as well as the much larg- 
e. “‘losses”’ of his confidantes. 

It was three weeks ago, when De- 
tective Daley came from New York to 
St. Louts, that Gallant unexpectedly 
awakened to the fact that he was being 
victimized. 

The New York detective came here to 
_ find a pawnbroker, whose name he did 
not know, but whose business largely 
was transacted with negroes. Detectives 


here concluded the description fitted’ 


Gallant. With Detective Hannegan, the 
York detective visited Gallant’s 
shop.

Gallant Indicted After Trading His

by false pretenses from Charles Gorges 
of 426 Lake avenue. Gorges alleged 
that he had been defrauded out of $35 000 
when he traded $105,000 worth of equities 
and other interests to Gallant for Gal- 
jant’s pawnshop.

tary of the club, and counsel] for the 
defense, asked Buder if he (Smith) had 
not told him the club was in bad shape 
financially, Buder replied, “Yes, you told 
me the whole damned thing was going 
to hell.”” This was in line with the 
earlier testimony of 8S. J. Harbaugh, one 
of the “outs,’’ who quoted Smith as 
having said, last February, that the 
Glen Echo was “a rotten club, with a 
bum set of members,” was ‘“‘a disgrace 
to the comimunity,’’ and had no right 
to exist. 
Could Have Bid $150,000. 

In telling about the sale of the club 
at auction, Buder said he went as the 
representative of the ‘“‘perpetuals’’ and 
at the request of Harbaugh, who wags 
“suspicious” of the reorganization pro- 
gram, and that he was prepared to bid 
as high as $150,000. He said he thought 
the property was worth that much, over 
the indebtedness, and that it should sell 
for enough to pay par value to the 
stockholders.

The House of Lords was the scene of 
another debate on conscription hardly 
less animated than that In .he House 
of Commons, as Earl Kitchener, Secre- 
tary for War, urged the imperative ne- 
cessity of strengthening the army by the 
means now proposed. 

Lord Kitchener declared himself to be 
a firm supporter of the voluntary sy:- 
tem, and regarded the present measure 
as only a temporary deviation from the 
established policy. ; 

"In the early stages of the war,’’ said 
Lord Kitchener, “‘men responded to the 
call in almost embarrassing thousands, 
until a few months ago we maintained 
by a steady flow of recruits the supply 
of men we required in as large numbers 
as we could train and equip them. 


“So far we have been able to provide 
for the large increase in the army and 
for its maintenance on a partly volun- 
tary system, and f personally always 
hoped we should be able to finish the 
war successfully without changing that 
fystem which had done so well, which 
had given us such splendid material in 
the field as the soldiers now fighting in 
the different theaters. I do not con- 
sider the change proposed should be re- 
garded in the light of any derogation of 
the principle of voluntary service in this 
country. 

“It only affects, during the period of 
the war, one class of men, amongst 
whom there undoubtedly are a certair: 
number tvho have but a poor sense of 
their duties as citizens and request for 
persuasion greater than an appeal to 
to bring them to the colors.,’’

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Jan. 6.— 
Capt. W. E. Roe, one of the owners of 
the steamer Kanawha, reached here 
this afternoon from the point where 
the steamer was wrecked last night and 
Said that at least six persons had not 
yet been accounted for. These includ- 
ed two women—Mrs. E. C. Atkinson 
of Rracine, O., and Mrs. Campbell, a 
negro maid, of Pomeroy, O.—Lloyd Gee, 
a steward; Art Beaver, watchman,;,. A. 
D. Hoblitzell of Washington, D. C., and 
Bert Wolf. 

The body of Mrs. Campbell was 
washed ashore at New England, a short 
distance below the wreck, and another 
body nearby was identified as that of 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick of Belleville, O. 

Capt. Brady M. Berry and 62 of the 
passengers and crew of the Kanawha 
arrived here early today on a specia! 
train sent out by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Co. to pick up the survivors 
scattered along four miles of river front 
on the West Virginia side. 

“We were moving swiftly down 
stream with the flood about 7:25 o’clock 
last night with a crew of about #@ men 
and more than 20 passengers on board,”’ 
said Capt. Berry. “Just as we were 
approaching the lower end of the lock 
wall on the West Virginia side, we were 
struck by a severe storm. Ordinarily a 
light shines from the mast on the wali.. 
but last night there was no light there, 
and before we knew what was happen- 
ing the Kanawha had struck the iron 
pler, a little forward of the boilers, and 
started to sink. ; 

‘TIT shouted for the boats and in a very 
few minutes the men were getting out 
the four lifeboats we had on board. The 
cries of the passengers aroused the men 
at the lock. They put out a yaw! and 
came to our assistance. The lights had 
gone out within a minute after we 
struck and there was great, confusion. 
Rut we managed to get the people on 
the hurricane deck, and as the Kanawha 
turned on her side, kept them moving 
toward the top while we were taking 
them off. -The Kanawha continued to 
turn and the last man we rescued was 
clinging to the bottom of the boat, as 
she had turned completely over and was 
drifting downstream, bottom side up. 

“An hour or more elapsed from the 
time we struck until all were off and 
passengers and crew were constantly 
being landed on the river shore until 
survivors, shivering in the cold, were 
strung out through a distance of four 
miles. When I saw that all were off, I 
called to the crew, who had taken the 
last load away and they came back and 
got me.” 

It was reported that the bodies of two 
women had béen recovered from the 
river several miles below the scene of 
the wreck.

A denial of news agency cispatches 
from Petrograd reporting that the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians had evacuated Czerno- 
witz and of the Russian official claim 
of advances near that city is made by 
the official Press Bureau in Vienna, the 
Overseas News Agency announced. | 
Russian Advance Denied, 
Its statement says: ““‘News agency re- 
ports from Petrograd state that the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians evacuated Czernowitz 
as the Rusisans had occupied heights 
dominating that city. Vienna press 
headquarters states that this report is 
an invention, as is clearly demonstrated 
by the Austro-Hungarian headquarters 
report of Jan. 5. 

“Vienna further states that the Rus- 
sians have not advanced beyond the po- 
sitions which they have occupied for 
months on the frontier east of Czerno- 
witz so that the Russian headquarters 
report of Jan. 3 which tells of a continu- 
ous Russian advance is untrue.”’ 
Unofficial Petrograd Reports 

Austrians Have Fallen Rack. 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—The Times learns 
from its Petrograd correspondent that 
the Russians have pierced the Teutons’ 
position in the immediate vicinity of 
Cgernowitz, compelling their opponents 
to fall back to their secondary line and 
cefinitely assume the defensive. The dis- 
patch, dated Wednesday, says the Aus- 
‘rian losses have been enormous in these 
engagements and also in the neighbor- 
nood of Csxartorysk, where they were 
vressed back westward for several miles. 

From Austrian sources thé informa- 
tion has been received that the Austrian 
troops have been withdrawn from 
a portion of Czernowitz. The city lies 
in a deep valley. The town itself is not 
of great strategical value, except for 
its railroads. Its fall is likely to have 
greater political than military signifi- 
cance, as an outstanding sucecss by the 
Russians at this time would be likely 
to have a far-reaching effect on Ru- 
manta. 

A dispatch to a Berlin newspaper 
from the Bukowina front describes the 
fighting there since Christmas day as 
unexampled. The Russians have con- 

entrated more than 200 guns and three 
divisions of infantry on a front of threv- 
quarters of a mile. The battle reachel 
its height on Dec. 28, when the Russians 
attacked 14 times and there was furious 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

The enormous Russian armies are now 
close to Kovel, Volhynia. This railway 
center is of immportance because it alone 
forms the connection between the Aus- 
tro-German central armies and their 
southern wing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Indication of 
‘what is likely to be the attitude‘of the 
Benate on the international situation was 
given for the first time yesterday when 
he Persia incident came up unexpected- 
ty and was sharply debated for an howr. 
Tt wae understood about the chamber 
that the majority of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, which has been 
ealled to meet Friday, looks with favor 
wpon the determination of the adminis- 
tration to proceed with utmost caution. 
Two resolutions intended to reduce the 
risks to Americans traveling on the seas 
were introduced by Senator Gore, Demo- 
crat. One would prohibit the issue of 


passports for travel on ships of belliger- 


ent nations, and the other would restrict 
carrying of passengers on ships with 
munitions of war. 
Lodge Defends Administration. 

The debate brought to the defense of 
the Democratic administration Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican, of Mas- 
sschusetts, who is regarded as the most 
capable authority on international law 
in Congress. The Massachusetts Sen- 
ator, setting aside political differences, 
indorsed, in. the fullest sense, the stand 
taken by the President in maintaining 
the neutrality of the nation.

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FEDERAL RESERVE 
BANK HERE FINDS | 
TRADE EXCELLENT 


It Cleared 183,000 Items Last 
Month for a Total of 
$77,000,000. 


Business conditions throughout the St. 

Louis Federal reserve district are ex- 
cellent, according to the report Fed- 
eral Reserve Agent William McC, Mar- 
tin to the Federal Reserve Board, which 
appeared in the Federal Reserve Bulle- 
tin, issued at Washington today. The 
St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank, which 
has not heretofore paid expenses, broke 
all business records for the month, 
clearing 183,000 items for a total of $77,- 
000,000, and showed a profit over the 
operating expenses for the month. 
.The business reviews are written each 
month by the district Federal reserve 
agents, after a careful inquiry into 
conditions. The St. Louls report covers 
all the territory of the district, embrac- 
ing the greater part of Missouri, South- 
érn Illinois, Arkansas, Mississippi and 
parts of Tennessee, Kentucky and In- 
diana. 


Conditions Fine. ~ 

“From reports received during No- 
vember, business conditions in this dis- 
trict are in excellent condition,”’ the re- 
port states. ‘“‘This may be said to apply 
to practically every industry in this 
territory. The large shoe manufactur- 
ers report heavy gains in shipments for 
the month. Through these gagns they 
have overcome the losses in shipments 
incurred last winter and show an in- 
crease in shipments during the current 
year. 

“Other wholesale interests, such as 
millinery, clothing, dry goods, hardwmre, 
lumber, woodenware and various man- 
ufacturing companies all report gains 
in shipments. From the tone of their 
reports business men are generally op- 
timistic., 

“The St. Louls Postoffice reports the 
largest receipts it has ever had for the 
month of November and shows a gain 
of 16 per cent as compared to Novem- 
ber, 1914. This general feeling of confi- 
dence resulted in early and liberal holl- 
day buying which has materially bene- 
fited the retail houses, especially in the 
larger cities. 

Railroads Are Prosperous. 

“Another index of the general favor 
able condition is found in reports from 
various railroads in this district. Sixty 
or ninety days ago there appeared to be 
@ surplus of cars, and this has been 
turned into a shortage which may be 
said to be general. The railroads are 
employing more men, their earnings 
have increased, they are in the market 
for equipment and appear to be buying 
more freely than for some time past.” 

The withdrawal of foreign Govern- 
ments from the horse and mule market 
has slackened the demand for horses 
and mules, the report continues, . Prices 
for hogs have been lower, but the brisk 
demand for cattle indicates higher 
prices. Crops conditions are all favor- 
able for the season. The cotton crop 
was not as large last year, and was 
produced a cent or two a pound cheaper 
than ever before. The Southern farmers 
are getting away from the one-crop 
idea, and are growing considerable 
wheat and other crops, instead of ex- 
clusive cotton crops. The South, as a 
whole, has had a successful year, Mar- 
tin reports. 

Bank Holdings Increase. 

“The banking interests of the district 
continue to show an unusual lack of do- 
mand for funds at this seasgon,”’ the re- 
Serve agent says. “In this connection 
an interesting comparison is furnished 
by an examination of reports of St. 
Louls banks as of Oct. 31, 1914; May 1, 
1915, and Nov. 10, 1915. These reports 
show that the holdings of cash and ex- 
change by the St. Louis banks have in- 
creased steadily during the past 12 
months, the gain for the period being 
approximately $40,000,000. The total loans, 
on the other hand, have decreased with 
some regularity. 

“On Nov. 10 this year the total loans 
and discounts were approximately 
$23,000,000 less than on Oct. $1, 1914 

“The total deposits of these banks 
show a gain during this same period. 
From Oct. 31, 1914, to Nov, 10, 1915, indi- 
vidual deposits showed a gain of ap- 
proximately $20,000,000; time deposits, a 
gain of approximately $2,500,000, and bank 
deposits a gain of over $17,000,000, or a 
total gain during this time of about 
$41,000,000. 

“It is apparent that banks are sti!) 
holding large excess reserves. As a rule 
they are in position to take care of the 
demands of their customers and still 


~ 


Money Is Cheap. 
“The rate on commercial paper is con- 
the best 
names selling at a rate of approximate- 
ly 3% per cent-for maturities up to six 
months. This low rate hardly tempts 
banks to invest. 

“In some cases banks have invested 
at least a part of their surplus funds in 
bonds and this is in a measure 1 *sp.onsi- 
ble for the marked activity In the bond 
market. The average rate to customers 
in the larger cities is approximately 5 
per cent, with rates in smaller com- 
munities somewhat higher. 

“The clearings of the Federal Reserve 
Bank for October again broke all re*- 
ords, the bank during that time having 
cleared over 183.000 items, with a total 
of over $77,000,000. The somewhat in- 
creased demand for funds evidenced itn 
November resulted in a larger business 
being done, so that the bank showed a 
profit over operating expense for the 
month.”

STANDS EMPTY AND FORLORN 


Russians Stripped It of All Furnish- 
ings, and Even Bells in Domes, 
Before Evacuating City. 
WARSAW, Jan. 6—In the center of 
the “Sachsenplatz”’ of “Saxony Square’ 
and surrounded by buildings that date 
back to the time when the Saxons pos- 
sessed Warsaw, stands the immense 
Russian cathedral with its many gilded 

domes. 

Formerly a huge bell hung in each of 
the domes. Lest the Germans should 
make use of the metals, the Russians, 
before evacuating Warsaw, removed 
all but one. That one plunged to the 
ground and buried itself yards deep in 
the ground and buried itself yards deep 
in the soft soil around the church.

Independent State of 900 Just

San Marino. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—‘‘In the war 
of giants, two midgets counterbalance, 
San Marino in the entente camp and 
Liechtenstein in the camp of the Teu- 
tonic Powers,’ begins a primer describ- 
ing the smallest of Germany’s allies, 
issued today by the National Geo- 
graphic Society. ‘‘Liechtenstein is the 
suggestion of a valley and a cluster of 
mountain crags, situated on the border 
between Switzerland and Tyrol, and it 
shares the distinction with San Marino 
and Monaco of being the smallest inde- 
pendent state in Europe. From almost 
every statistical viewpoint, except that 
of square miles, it is considerably small- 
er than elther of its rivals. 
“The obscure principality Hes -south 
of Lake Constance, and includes more 
than 6 square miles of rocks, , bleak 
mountain sides, avalanches, evergreen 
forests, high pasture land and brook- 
scarred valley bottoms. It Is about 122 
miles long and its width varies between 
one and six miles. Its heighest sum- 
mit reaches an elevation of 8445 feet, 
the Rothe Wand, and here the Vorarl- 
berg joins the Liechtenstein frontier, 
Vaduz is the capital of the state, a 
residence of about 1000 inhabitants, 
where are.the Government offices and 
where the diet sits. The town is two 
miles south of the Schaan railway sta- 
tian, beyond the notice, the worries and 
the vanities of the world. 

“Liechtenstein possesses a constitu- 
tion, given in 1862 and amended in 1878 
1895 and 1901. The national diet consists 
of 15 members, three of whom are ap- 
pointed by the Prince, while the remain- 
ing 12 are chosen by a male electorate. 
A representative of the Prince, resident 
at Vaduz, is the chief executive. Ap- 
peals can be made to the Prince’s 
court at Vienna and to the supreme 
district court at Innsbruck. Its popu- 
lation is about 9000, and, such is their 
thrift in matters of public housekeep- 
ing, that there is no public debt. Be- 
fore the abolishment of compulsory mil- 
itary service in 1868, the army of Liech- 
tenstein was 91 strong, well-officered 
and well-trained mountaineers.”

VOLCANIC PUMICE ON SEA SO 
THICK IT DELAYS A STEAMER 


At One Place Near New Hebrides It 
Holcs Up Piank With a Native 
Standing on It. 


SUVA, Fiji Islands, Jan. 6.—The 
South Seas, in the vicinity of the New 
Hebrides, was lately covered for a great 
area with volcanic pumice. A small 
steamer which arrived here after a voy- 
age of 400 miles from the Tonga Group 
reported that the volcanic disturbance 
on Ambrim Island had scattered pumice 
over the neighboring seas so densely 
that the steamer was barely able to 
make -her way through it. At first the 
pumice choked the pipes of the engine, 
and later became so thick that the 
blades of the propellers could be heard 
smashing against it. 

The obstruction extended north and 
south as far as the eye could see, al- 
though east and west it was confined 
to a path of about five miles wide. On 
the edges it was more in the nature of 
floating dust, but in the center there 
were lumps as large as four feet in 
diameter. In parts the pumice was so 
closely packed that a native was able 


to stand on a small plank which was 
thrown out on the top of it.

G. O. P. SLOGAN: DAMN WILSON, 

For two years President Wilson was denounced 
by Republicans because he did not recognize 
somebody in Mexico. Just now the principal ob- 
ject in life of Senator Borah and others is to con- 
sume the time of Congress denouncing him be- 
cause he has recognized somebody. 

New terms of abuse were invented to strike at 
the President because of the deficiencies in na- 
tional defense he inherited from his predecessors. 
Now he is abused because he fs trying to remedy 
those deficiencies, some Republicans criticising 
him as not doing enough and others as doing too 
much, | 

Akin to this sort of criticism are complaints 
that revenues from the tariff whose revision he 
directed have to be supplemented with special 
forms of taxation. But for the 1914 year, during 
which imports were much affected by the war, the 
receipts under that revision were $292,320,615. 
That sum has been exceeded by the customs re- 
ceipts of only seven years in the entire history 
of the country, and in most of those years by 
modest sums. 

The greatest amount ever paid in customs taxes 
was $333,683,445. Prior to 1901 the greatest total 
in customs receipts was only $233,164,871, and 
prior to 1890 the maximum was $229,668,585. In 
denouncing the revenue raising possibilities of the 
present tariff, the Republicans are denouncing all 
prior tariffs, for all would have been inadequate 
to the extraordinary conditions of wartime.

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HOW AND WHY? 

Under a resolution of the Senate the Federal 
Trade Commission will investigate the oil and 
gasoline situation. In this and ether states where 
there is competition Standard Oil reduced the 
price of gasoline and increased the price of crude 
ofl. Then, under pressure from the independent 
oil companies, which were being squeezed to 
death, gasoline has been steadily advancing. 
Where the Standard Oil has been In complete con- 
trol, the price of gasoline has been uniformly 
high. The price of crude oil, which is controlled 
by the Standard, is very high. 

The dissolution of the Standard Oil Trust 
doesn't seem to have deprived it of the fruits of 
trust monopoly. It still controls the product and 
the price. 
and why. 


MORE WORE, LESS CRIME. 

The marked decrease of crime during the lat- 
er months of last year, which Circuit Attorney 
Harvey attributes to better times and the decrease 
of unemployed men, is a strong argument for an 
organized system of rae the unemployment 
problem. 

The more effective the means and method of 
bringing together the jobless man and the man- 
less job, the less unmerited poverty and poverty- 
made criminals we shall’ have. While work can- 
not always be found for unemployed workmen, 
we can vastly improve conditions by a systematic 
distribution of labor so that laborers will be taken 
from where there is a surplus and supplied where 
there is need. 

As yet we have done little to solve the prob- 
lem of unemployment. We should co-ordinate 
municipal, State and national agencies for the dis- 
tribution of labor. Under a well organized sys- 
tem the evil of unemployment and its attendant 
suffering and crime would be reduced to a mini- 
mum. Such a system would conserve and utilize 
human resources. 
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Should the country feel that it needs a Repub- 
lican President, it may as well take Herbert Had- 
ley.

VOLUNTEER SYSTEM FAILS. 

The results of the Derby enlistment plan show 
that there is still something to be said for the 
voluntary system of military service. 

After the resources of persuasion were supposed 
to be practically exhausted in raising the Kitch- 
ener army estimated at 3,000,000, already in the 
service, a special appeal brought a nominally suf- 
ficient force of volunteers to form another army 
of virtually the same size. No other such patrt- 
otic demonstration in response to national need 
ia recorded in history. 

But the voluntary system is shown at {ts worst 
as well as its best by the figures—in its weakness 
as well as strength. Under emotional stimulus 
a great inchoate, unorganized, indiscriminate 
mass of citizenship presented itself. Of the 
2,829,263 men, physical defects caused the rejec- 
tion of 428,853, a number that will be increased 
by further examinations. 

And, as might be expected, the offerings in- 
clude thousands of the most useful citizens re- 
maining In civil life. Great numbers of these can- 
not be spared from industry.

ONLY ONE QUESTION. 
Senator O’Gorman’s statement in the Senate 


yesterday that it was not necessary for Consul 
McNeely to have sailed on a belligerent ship may 
be interesting, but it is not important and has no 
bearing on the contentions of the United States 
Government relative to submarine warfare. Nor 
has it any bearing on the admissions made by the 
German and Austrian Governments. 

Whether Mr. McNeely could have taken a 
neutral ship or flot, we have the definite pledge 
of the German Government that: 

Liners will not be sunk by our submarines 
without warning and without safety of the 
lives of the passengers, provided the liners do 
not try to escape or offer resistance. 

We have the still more definite pledge of the 


Austrian Government that: 

The Imperial and Royal government can also 
substantially concur in the principle, expressed 
in the very esteemed note, that private ships, 
in so far as they do not flee or offer resis- 
tance, may not be destroyed without the per- 
sons aboard being brought into safety. 

The only question before the United States 


Government in respect to the destruction of the 
Persia is whether one of the pledges has been vio- 
lated. 

It is of no consequence whether Mr. McNeely 
could have gone to his post on a neutral ship or 
whether he could have walked. 

The administration’s warning to Americans in 
Mexico which Senator O’Gorman cites is no prec- 
edent for action by the United States Government 
in warning its citizens off belligerent ships. The 
Americans who were urged to leave Mexico were 
on Mexican soil at a time when Mexico was 
scourged by civil war, and no Government existe: 
that could maintain law and order. To warn 
Americans to leave Mexico was to warn-them of 
the dangers of remaining on soil ravaged by cun- 
tending armies over which the United States had 
no sovereign rights or jurisdiction. 

The high seas, however, are the property of no 
nation. They belong to us quite as much as they 
belong to any belligerent, and our citizens have a 
right to sail them, subject to international law 
and the ordinary vicissitudes of travel. Moreover, 
this right has been reaffirmed by the belligerents 
themselves after a long struggle on the part of the 
United States Government to uphold the funda- 
menta] principles of international law in this 
world cataclysm. There is no parallel betweén 
Mexico and submarine warfare. 

The President’s interpretation of the law in re- 
spect to submarine warfare is conceded in sub- 
stance by everybody and denied by nobody. There 
remains only the question of compelling the scru- 
pulous observance of such law, and that cannot 
be done by raising an issue of contributory negli- 
gence on the part of Americans who travel on 
belligerent merchants under the assumption that 
the law is to be obeyed by the submarine com- 
manders. 

In the circumstances it is quite unnecessary 
for United States Senators to be more German 
than the Germans or more Austrian than the Aus- 
trians. 
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THE FRISCO VOTING TRUST. 

The Frisco reorganizers say it is unfair to place 
$200, 000, 000 of property in the bonds of the sys- 
tem at the mercy of a mere $50,000,000 In stock. 
Therefore they insist on retaining the voting trust 
feature while acquiescing in the Public Service 
Commission’s disapproval of other features in 
their plan. 


But they also insist that the owners of 300,000 | 
out of the 500,000 shares of stock have joined with 


them in the reorganization scheme. Why a voting 
trust when they control already three-fifths of the 
company’s voting power? 
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VON HINDENBURG AT DINNER. 

In the Russian city of Kowno Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg has his headquarters. The house 
belongs to a millionaire Russian, who was ordered 
to find other quarters. In this house the Gen- 
eral Staff of the eastern German army live “like 
kings,” says the correspondent of the Vienna 
Freie Presse, from whose report this article igs 
culled. 

The correspondent was invited to dinner. At 
the head of the table sat the giant figure of the 
Field Marshal, next to him the correspondent, 
op the one side, and Von Ludenburg, the chief of 
staff, on the other. 

In all, there were 20 officers present, among 
them the Austrian army representative. 

“These men ate with the hunger of prime 
youth,” says the writer, “and gradually, the good 
Munich beer flowing copiously, the tongues loos- 
ened in witty converse.” 

“Are you not fatigued to death with your du- 
ties?” asked the correspondent of Hindenburg. 

Not tn the least. Do I look like a tired man? 

I enjoy war as I would enjoy a trip to a 

bathing place. Before sunrise I start out 

hunting. Just go tnto the kitchen after dinner 
and see the pheasants I shot this morning. 

Von Hindenburg explained that that morning 
outing compensates In a measure for the hours 
of enforced sitting in the afternoons. 

You know, he added, that I am sitting for 
ever so many pictgires. It is awfully tedious 
for a man like me to sit on a chair for hours 
at a time to have the brush artist catch your 
likeness. Some ofthese fellows comeon their 
own speculation, in the hope of making money 
out of my likeness; others are sent by cities 
to get my picture. 

Referring to the enthusiastic veneration of 
which he is the object, the generalissimo told the 
story of a prominent lady of the provinces, who 
pestered him to death to grant her one favor. 
When he finally consented, she asked him to se- 
cure her a window on the street In Berlin where 
he would pass on his triumphal entry into the 
capital. 

“Triumphail entry!" exclaimed the General, 
letting his fist come down with the force of a 
hundred weight.

None of the details of the sale of 
the Cubs were given out other than 
the amount of stock sold, the price 
and the fact that Mr. Weeghman 
has agreed to assume all the obliza- 
tions accruing from the West Side 
baseball park in Chicago for a period 
of two years, with the understandin 
that Mr, Taft and his associates wil 
make every effort possible to dispose 
of the lease of these grounds. 


Peace Now Assured. 


The sale of the Cubs yesterday 
served to complete virtually the con- 


ditions of the treaty of peace recent- 
ly signed here, and at a meeting of 
the committee to settle the dispute 
between the Federal and Interna- 
tional leagues all other loose ends 
that were found after the signing of 
the peace treaty will be picked and 
put in order. 

The full committee appointed at the 
recent peace meeting here to take up 
the International-Federal dispute 
held a meeting last night, directly 
following the adjournment of the Na- 
tional Commission meeting.
